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YES ON PROPOSITION 3 


Most controversia! of the 23 propositions that Californ‘a 
voters will be asked to approve Nov. 4 is Number 3. 


This is the proposal to extend property tax exemption, 
known as weifare exemption, to property uséd fcr schools of 
less than collegiate grade owned and operated by non-profit 
religious, hospital or charitable organizations. 


The Recorder will state its views on candidates and on the} 
other propositions in the next two issues before the election, 
but because so much misunderstanding has arisen in regarc 
to this one question, we wish to devote this entire column to it. 


The Recorder urges a ““Yes’’ vote on Proposition Number 3. 


This proposition is not, as many persons feel, a religious 
issue. It is not pro-Catholic or pro-Protestant or pro-Atheist. 
Schools operated by all religious denominations would be ex- 
empted under the proposals, as would schools operated by| 
charitable and hospital organizations for handicapped children, 
such as those suffering from cerebral palsy. 


As it now stands, parents who wish to send their children 
to such schools first pay their regular share of property taxes | 
to support our public schools, then pay also to operate the 
special schools of their choice, and in paying a property tax on 
the school itself, they pay again to help operate the public 
schools. 


No other state in the union asks such a double tax lcad of | 
parents. 


Opponents of the measure base their arguments on two 
main points: first, that removing the property from tax rolls 
would increase the burden on other property. Certainly this 
is true, but the increase over the whole state would amount to 
an estimated total of only some $700,000, a drop in the bucket 
beside the annual cost of operating the public schools of the 
state: some $650,000,000.  ~ 


The second major point of the opposition is that the mea- 


sure violates the Constitutional principle of separation of 
Church and State. 


This is simply untrue. 


The principle of separatiorm of Church and State is a guar- 
antee that all ren shall be free to worship as they choose, | 
without any one Church receiving the favor of official recog-| 
nition and support from the Federal government. The schools 
of all churches would be equally benefited by this. measure— 
Catholic parochial schools do not even represent a majority 
of those affected. We do not hear that tax exemption for the 
property of churches themselves is a violation of the Constitu- 
tion, nor do we hear this cry in connection with exemption of 
colleges such as Santa Clara (Catholic), Occidental (Presby- 
terian), Whittier (Quaker), and many others. 


Because the additional tax burden involved is so slight— 
the help to schools for cerebral palsied children alone would, | 
in our estimation, be worth the $70:0,000—and because the 
proposal is fair and reasonable, The Recorder wholeheartedly | 
recommends a ‘/Yes” vote on Proposition Number 3.
